The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 49. (Cunrently Amended) A system for treating a waste stream that includes a 
water component, the svstem comprising: 

an oxyhydrogen-lich gas generator having two or more closely spaced 
electrodes, the electrodes immersed in the waste stream to create oxyhydrogen-rich 
gas; 

a power supply operatively connected to one or more of the electrodes to provide 
a pulsed electrical signal; 

means for passing at least a portion of the waste stream between the electrodes 
to contact at least a portion of the oxyhydrogen-rich gas and other oxidizing compounds 
produced near the electrodes to disinfect the waste stream; and 

means for conveying a least a portion of the oxyhydrogen-rich gas to a device in 
the system, 

means for seor eaatina at least a portion of the water component from the waste 
stream: and 
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means for operating the oxvhvdroaen-rich gas generator to produce 
oxvlivdrooen-rich gas from the segregated portion of ttie water component. 

wherein the other oxidizing compounds include at least hydroxide radicals. 
Claim 51 has been canceled.
